To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Connlttee 
Mr  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1963* 

Section  A deals  with  statistics.  The  figures  are  such  as  might  be 
expected  in  a small  country  town  with  an  elderly  population  where  the  standard 
of  health  is  high,  but  the  absolute  numbers  are  so  low  that  chance  variation 
in  mortality  rates,  is  of  necessity  large,  even  when  they  are  calculated  over  a 
period  of  five  years. 

Section  B cover  s the  general  provision  of  health  services  in  the  area. 

The  town  is  lucky  enough  to  have  a general  practitioner  hospital  This  is 
a great  blessing  to  a rural  community;  a more  personal  atmosphere  and  ease 
of  visiting  being  the  chief  benefits. 

Section  C deals  with  the  prevalence  and  control  of  infectious  diseases. 
Reference  is  made  to  tetanus,  of  which  a case  occurred  in  the  town* 

Section  D deals  with  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area.  The  overloading 
of  the  sewage  system  is  referred  to. 

Section  E deals  with  the  inspection  and  supervision  of  food.  This  problem 

is  likely  to  take  up  most  of  your  medical  officer's  time  in  the  near  future. 

As  my  predecessor,  Dr.  Hunt,  said  in  the  last  annual  report,  many  houses 
in  Ashburton  are  now  reaching  the  end  of  their  useful  life.  A start 

has  been  made  in  the  new  year  in  dealing  with  this  problem,  and  I am  confident 

the  next  annual  report  will  tell  of  some  progress. 

Section  G deals  with  questions  of  general  health. 

I should  like  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  chairman  and  members  of  the 
committee  for  the  welcome  and  encouragement  they  have  given  to  a newcomer; 

I also  wish  to  thank  Mr  Jones,  the  retiring  surveyor  and  public  health  inspector, 
and  Mr  West  who  replaced  him,  and  all  the  other  officials  and  staff  of  the 
council*

The  mortality  statistics  for  1963  are  such  as  may  be  expected  in  a small 
town  in  which  the  general  standard  of  health  is  good.  The  town  has  a 
preponderance  of  old  people  in  its  population,  which  is  shown  by  the  area 
comparability  factors  for  the  birth  rate  and  death  rates  which  are  1.15  and  0.67 
respectively. 

There  were  two  infant  deaths  in  1963,  against  none  in  1962.  These  two  deaths 
give  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  41.7,  showing  the  wide  fluctuation  in  the  rate 
which  follows  a small  difference  in  the  absolute  number. 

I give  below  infant  and  maternal  mortality  statistics  for  the  town  for  the  last 
five  years  and  for  the  whole  of  Area  No.  10  Devon  County,  for  the  same  period, 
and  for  England- and  Wales  for  1961  - the  year  in  tne  middle  of  the  five  year  period. 
Area  No.  10  comprises,  Totnes  Borough  and  Rural  district,  and  Ashburton  and 
Buckfastleigh  Urban  districts.  The  five  year  figures  for  the  town  are  still  based 
on  numbers  too  small  to  eliminate  considerable  chance  variation;  those  for  Area 
No.  10  have  more  meaning  and  are  in  every  respect  better  than  the  national  figures 
for  1961.

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SECTION  B 


GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

1.  Hospitals, 

The  Ashburton  and  Buckfastleigh  Hospital  is  situated  in  Ashburton  under  the 
management  of  the  Torquay  and  District  Hospital  Management  Committee.  It  is  a 
general  practitioner  hospital  with  15  mixed  medical  and  surgical  beds. 

Hospital  coverage  for  the  district  is  also  provided  by  Newton  Abbot 
Hospital  andTorbay  Hospital.  Maternity  cases  are  admitted  to  Broomborough 
Hospital,  Totnes. 

2.  County  Council  Health  Services. 

Under  the  National  Health  service  Act  1946,  the  County  Council  provides  the 
following  services:- 

pomiciliary  mi  wives,  home  nurses,  health  visitors,  supervisory  care  of 
expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  children  under  five,  ambulance  services, 
vaccination  and  immunisation  procedures,  home  help  services  and  the  care  of 
persons  suffering  from  illness  or  mental  disorder  and  the  aftercare  of  such 
persons. 

One  district  nurse/midwife  works  in  the  district  together  with  a health 
visitor  and  a nursing  assistant.  A child  welfare  clinic  is  held  twice  a month 
and  the  health  visitor  for  the  area  is  in  attendance.  The  Home  Help  Service 
is  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  the  local  organiser  who  is  res  onsible  for 
the  service  in  this  tom  has  her  office  at  14,  Midvale  Road,  Paignton.  A 
Chiropody  Service  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  has  been  made  available 
for  the  handicapped,  the  aged,  and  expectant  mothers.  A chiropody  clinic 
operates  in  Ashburton  once  a week. 

The  County  Council  provides  residential  accommodation  in  homes  or  hostels 
for  persons  who,  by  reason  of  age,  infirmity  or  other  circumstances,  are  in  need 
of  care  and  attention  not  otherwise  available  to  them.  In  Ashburton  accommodation 
has  been  provided  at  Kenwyn,  Western  Road. 

3.  Laboratory  Services. 

Bacteriological  examinations  of  pathological  specimens  and  samples  of  milk, 
water  and  ice  cream  are  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Exeter 
and  Plymouth.  The  chemical  analysis  of  water  is  undertaken  by  public  analysts 
at  Exeter. 

4.  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Services. 

A Mass  X-ray  Unit  visited  Ashburton  in  March  and  227  persons  attended. 

No  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  no  new  cases  of  lung  cancer  were 
detected.  8 persons  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  other  abnormalities. 
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5.  Meals  on  Wheels. 

A service  was  begun  in  this  town  in  1963.  This  I must 
whole  heartedly  welcome  as  a substantial  contribution  to  the  welfare  of 
the  old  and  infirm. 
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SECTION  C. 

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


1.  Infectious  Diseases  Notified  during  the  Year, 

Orly  2 cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified  during  1963,  both 
children  with  measles.  In  1962  there  had  been  an  outbreak  in  which  most  of  the 
susceptible  children  of  school  age  were  affected.  No  deaths  were  attributed 
to  communicable  diseases  in  1963. 

2.  Smallpox. 

One  person,  a traveller  recently  returned  from  Sweden,  an  area  infected  with 
Smallpox  at  the  time,  was  placed  under  surveillance  during  his  brief  stay  in 
Ashburton. 

The  public  memory  is  short,  and  the  attention  of  the  public  has  recently 
been  taken  up  with  a large  outbreak  of  typhoid.  Although  the  1961-62 
outbreak  of  smallpox  resulted  in  only  a fifth  of  the  number  of  cases  which 
occurred  in  the  typhoid  outbreak  in  1964,  the  number  of  deaths  due  to  smallpox 
was  very  much  higher. 

I stress,  as  did  Dr.  Hunt  in  last  year's  report,  the  importance  of 
vaccination  and  especially  the  vaccinatior  of  the  staffs  of  hospitals  and 
laundries;  such  persons  may  at  any  time  be  brought  in  contact  unawares  with  cases 
of  smallpox  or  materials  infected  by  such  cases. 

3*  Immunisation  and  Vaccination 

Protection  is  available  as  a matter  of  routine  against  Smallpox, 
Poliomyelitis,  Whooping  cough,  Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and  Tuberculosis;  either 
from  family  doctors  or  through  the  county  council  services. 

A case  of  tetanus  in  an  unimmunised  child  occurred  in  1963  in  Ashburton. 
Fortunately  the  child  recovered.  Active  immunisation  against  tetanus  has  been 
offered  to  the  public  for  only  a few  years  and  many  older  children  and  most 
adults  remain  unimmunised.  Unfortunately,  active  immunisation  and  passive 
immunisation  (anti-tetanus  serum)  are  confused  with  eaarh  other  by  the  public. 
Everybody  should  be  actively  immunised  against  tetanus. 

4.  International  Vaccination  Certificates. 


International  certificates  of  vaccination  were  authenticated  during  the 
year  as  follows :- 

Smallpox  - 98 
Cholera  - 10. 

These  figures  refer  to  the  whole  of  Area  No.  10  Devon  County  that  is, 

Totnes  Borough,  Totnes  Rural  District,  Ashburton  and  Buckfastleigh  Urban  Districts. 
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SECTION D. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

1.  Sewage 

There  is  considerable  infiltration  into  all  parts  of  the  sewerage  system. 
This  is  at  present  being  investigated.  The  sewer  serving  the  Ballon  Lane  area 
is  inadequate  and  will  be  even  more  inadequate  when  further  development  takes 
place  there.  A scheme  for  relaying  this  length  of  sewer  has  now  been  approved 
by  the  council  and  work  is  expected  to  start  early  in  1965;  but  this  will  of 
course  put  an  additional  load  on  the  old  sewer  to  which  it  is  connected. 

The  sewage  is  piped  to  the  Buckfastleigh  sewage  works.  These  works  are 
overloaded,  chiefly  owing  to  infiltration  both  in  Ashburton  and  in  Buckfastleigh. 

2.  Refuse  Collection. 

There  is  a weekly  collection  of  refuse  in  the  greater  part  of  the  district; 
a fortnightly  collection  is  carried  out  in  more  remote  areas.  The  tip  at  Gallows 
Park  is  still  in  use. 

5»  Swimming  Pool. 

The  council  owns  the  only  swimming  pool  in  the  town.  The  pool  is  built 
of  reinforced  concrete  and  the  ground  surface  immediately  around  the  edge  of  the 
pool  is  paved  with  concrete  slabs.  The  area  between  the  pool  and  the  changing 
cubicles,  the  foot  bath  and  the  sanitary  conveniences  is  also  paved  with 
concrete.  The  pool  water  is  supplied  from  the  town  mains  and  is  purified  by 
continuous  filtration,  aeration  and  chlorination.  The  filtration  and 
chlorinating  plant  was  installed  in  1935  and  is  still  in  working  order.  The 
chlorinator  uses  chlorine  gas.  The  period  of  complete  circulation  of  the 
water  in  the  pool  is  less  than  6 hours.  The  interior  of  the  pool  is  in  good 
condition  and  a scum  trough  has  been  provided  at  one  end.  Bacteriological 
samples  of  the  pool  water  have  always  been  satisfactory. 

Changing  cubicles:-  These  are  in  need  of  improvement  and  estimates 
have  been  approved  for  this.  A permanent  foot  bath  is  also  needed. 

4.  Pest  and  Rodent  Control. 

Under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949  this  local  authority  has 
an  obligation  to  ensure  that,  as  far  as  is  practicable,  the  area  is  kl pt  free 
from  rats  and  mice.  For  this  purpose  frequent  inspections  are  necessary  and, 
in  addition,  occupiers  of  land  are  required  to  give  notice  to  the  local  authority 
whenever  it  comes  to  their  knowledge  that  rats  or  mice  are  present  on  the  land 
in  substantial  numbers.  In  the  case  of  food  premises,  the  notification  must  be 
made  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

A rodent  operator  works  on  a part  time  basis  for  this  authority.  Regular 
treatment  is  carried  out  on  the  refuse  tip  and  test  baiting  is  carried  out 
in  the  sewage  system.  The  operator  frequently  visits  private  and  business 
premises  in  order  to  destroy  pests. 
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Complaints  of  rat  infestation  were  received  during  the  year  from  premises 
neighbouring  the  Ashbum.  There  is  much  old  property  bordering  this  stream 
and  the  leats  derived  from  it.  It  is  always  likely  that  rats  will  be  found  in 
this  area.  Unfortunately  refuse  is  dumped  in  the  stream  and  this  attracts 
and  feeds  rats.  Bread  and  other  food  put  out  to  feed  birds  is  also  apt  to  find 
its  way  into  the  stream.  Co-operation  by  occupiers  of  property  in  this  area 
is  essential  if  rats  are  to  be  kept  under  control. 

5.  Factories, 

This  local  authority  is  responsible  for  enforcing  the  provisions  in  the 
Factories  Act,  1961,  relating  to  sanitary  conveniences,  and  the  regulations  made 
in  connection  with  these,  in  all  factories.  The  Local  Authority  is  also 
responsible  for  enforcing  the  provisions  of  the  net  dealing  with  cleanliness, 
overcrowding,  temperature,  ventilation  and  drainage  of  floors  in  all  factories  not 
using  mechanical  power. 

Visits  we re  made  to  the  factories  in  the  area  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector. 
Six  of  the  19  premises  in  Ashburton  do  not  use  mechanical  power.  Conditions  at  all 
these  premises  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Part  8 of  the  Act  deals  with  home  work  and  the  provisions  relating  to  this  are 
enforced  by  the  District  ^ouncil.  No  lists  of  outworks  were  received  by  the  Council 
during  the  year. 

6.  Water. 

On  1st  October  1963  the  South  Devon  Water  Board,  renamed  the  South 
West  Devon  Water  Board,  took  over  the  responsibility  for  the  town  water  supply. 

I am  grateful  to  the  officials  of  the  water  board,  and  especially  Dr.  Smales, 
its  medical  officer  for  their  help  and  information. 

The  origin  of  the  water  supply  remains  as  before  - from  subsoil  drains 
on  the  moor  in  the  region  of  the  rifle  range  end  from  a stream  coming  from 
the  moor. 

The  arrangements  for  supplying  water  to  the  town  need  to  be  modernised. 

Some  improvements  have  recently  been  made,  for  instance  chlorinated  water 
is  no  longer  allowed  to  run  to  ifaste,  and  chlorination  has  been  increased. 

With  constant  supervision  a safe  supply  is  provided. 

Samples  are  taken  at  regular  intervals,  at  least  once  monthly,  for 
bacteriological  examination,  and  have  been  satisfactory  except  on  one  occasion 
at  the  beginning  of  November  1963*  This  followed  a period  of  heavy  rain; 
and  the  measures  described  in  the  last  paragraph  were  taken  subsequently. 

Further  unsatisfactory  samples  are  most  unlikely. 

The  water  obtained  from  the  moors  is  soft  and  has  a small  degree  of  acidity. 
The  water  is  hardened  by  parsing  it  over  limestone  chippings  and  this  treatment 
prevents  the  plunbo-solvent  action  which  the  water  might  otherwise  have. 

Approximately  2,300  persons  living  in  732  dwelling  houses  were  supplied 
from  the  public  mains  during  the  year.  No  houses  were  know  to  be  supplied 
from  public  mains  by  means  of  stand  pipes.  160  dwellings  had  their  own  private 
water  supply. 
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SECTION  E, 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


L.  Food  Premises, 

There  were  37  food  premises  operating  in  the  district  during  the  year  and 
this  figure  includes  15  cafes,  hotels  and  restaurants  together  with  22  retail 
food  shops.  It  was  not  possible  to  visit  every  one  of  these  premises  but 
42  visits  were  made  throughout  the  year, 

2.  Unsound  Food 

The  amount  of  unsound  food  surrendered  or  condemned  during  the  year  was  as 
follows:- 

12  lbs.  corned  beef. 

3,  Meat  Inspection. 

Regulations  requiring  100/£  inspection  of  meat  came  into  force  on  the 
1st  October.  The  0ouncii  Were  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  Mr  Jones, 
the  retiring  Public  Health  Inspector,  as  part  time  Meat  Inspector. 

I give  below  a table  showing  details  of  meat  inspection  carried  out  during 
1963.  (1st  January  1963  - 31st  December  1963),

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SECTION  F, 

HOUSING. 

There  were  945  inhabited  houses  in  the  district,  including  shops  with 
private  dwelling  accommodation;  also  public  houses,  hotels  and  boarding  houses. 
Calculated  on  the  sane  basis  the  figure  for  last  year  would  have  been  930 
instead  of  892.  222  dwellings  are  owned  by  the  Council. 

Unfit  housing. 

No  clearance  areas  were  declared  during  the  year  and  no  houses  were 
represented  as  unfit.  There  are,  however,  a considerable  number  of  unfit 
houses  of  the  cottage  type,  especially  in  the  North  Street  area.  A new 
comprehensive  housing  survey  is  needed  with  a view  to  a declaration  of  a 
clearance  area  or  areas.  This  has  been  approved  in  principle  by  the  Council. 
Owing  to  the  lack  of  vacant  council  houses  it  has  not  been  possible  to  press 
on  with  this  as  quickly  as  is  desirable.  Only  very  urgent  cases  have  so  far 
been  dealt  with. 

House**  in  multi-occupation. 

One  house  was  in  multi-occupation  during  1963*  It  is  not  always  easy 
to  decide  whether  a house  comes  into  this  category  or  not. 
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SECTION  G* 

GENERAL  HIALTH  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


1.  Smoke 

The  town  deaths  from  lung  cancer  and  five  from  bronchitis  which 
occurred  in  1963,  many  more  than  couldreasonably  be  expected 
in  a small  country  town  These  illnesses  are  very  largely  preventable  by  the 
avoidance  of  smoke;  whether  personal  (cigarettes)  or  public  (chimneys) . 

Local  campaigns  against  smoking  will  inevitably  be  ineffective  in  the  face 
of  the  enormous  advertising  campaigns  of  the  tobacco  companies. 

Prohibition  of  the  advertising  of  cigarettes  and  implementation  of  the 
clean  air  act  are  the  tow  measures  most  likely  to  reduce  the  toll  of  these 
diseases  in  the  long  run. 

2 • Fluoride  deficiency 

It  is  a pity  that  the  water  supply  of  the  town  should  be  seriously 
deficient  in  fluoride.  Fortunately  the  remedy  for  this  is  simple  and  cheap* 

3*  Housing. 

The  Housing  Act  1957  restricts  the  items  to  be  considered  in  deciding 
if  a house  is  unfit  to  live  in  to  a well  defined  list;  in  spite  of  this, 
a number  of  houses  in  the  town  are  likely  to  be  the  subject  of  re  reservations 
of  unfitness  in  the  near  future.  Standards  may  very  well  be  raised  soon, 
in  which  case  much  of  the  old  property  in  the  town  is  likely  to  be  affected. 
Good  housing  is  of  great  importance  to  health;  in  particular  to  the  mental 
health  of  the  citizens  and  their  children*
